Dean to the 2 a. m. meeting', 
which Coon arranged after accom- 
panying Shelton to Lodi from San 
Francisco )ast night. Mrs. John 
Edward Devine, the girl's mother, 
also declared Shelton was not the 
man sought, Coon said. 


Earlier, the pretty 17-year-old 


daughter of a wealthy Lodi vine- 
yardist had said Shelton's pic- 
ture "looked like" the man she 
had said kidnaped and held her 
for 510,000 ransom. 


Shelton, 
a photographic and 


model studio operator and danc- 
ing 
teacher in San Francisco, 


made the trip voluntarily and ap- 
peared with Coon at the interview 
in police headquarters here. 


After the interview Shelton paid 


he was returning to San Francisco. 


Armed With Alibis 


When he heard he was wanted 


for questioning- in the case Shel- 
ton rushed to San Francisco po- 
lice headquarters last night armed 
with alibis for his time Monday 
night xvhen Alice Dean disap- 
peared. 


Police then checked some of the 


30 models who, Shelton said were 
taking a dancing lesson from him 
in San Francisco Monday evening 
and indicated he was not impli- 
cated. 


Alice Dean disappeared after 


she had gone to a photographic 
studio here to have her pictur^ 
taken for what she was told 
would be part of a series of na- 
tional magazine articles on the 
school. 


She was returned to her home 


26 hours -Later -by the California 
state patrol after having spent a 
night in a motor court near Sacra 
mento trussed on a bed, she said 
while her abductor smoked cig 
arets and watched over her.

This survey produced - two 
remarkable facts. First, almost all 
the employes answering believed 
railroad profits to. be far larger 
than they actually, are or ever 
have been. Secondly, nearly all 
employes also believed. that; the 
railroads should be allowed pro- 
fits much greater than they ever 
have received or even asked for. . 


There is the way the "picture 


shapes- up statistically:; The aver- 
age employe believes the railroads 
earn a profit of 27 per cent on 
the value of their facilities. That 
same 
average 
employe thinks 


that the proper profit-should be 
10 per cent. And the truth'is- that 
the railroads actually earned, in 
1945, only 3.01 per cent, and 3.97 
per cent in 1944. Only three times 
in the last 34 years have the 
lines earned, as much as 5 per

New York.—Although both de- 


fendants were acquitted, the trials 
of Joe Fay and Ben Pross, profes- 
sional union racketeers, in the 
United States District court, in 
Newark, have provided a dramatic 
answer to those who insist that 
the 
so-called 
labor 
movement 


should be allowed to cure its own 
ills. 
These two gangsters have 


been notorious for years and their 
depredations have been publicized 
in some detail before. 


In their trials, however, Fay, 


on a charge of dodging income tax 
on his graft, and Pross, on a 
charge of using his power of the 
liquor industry to provide whiskey 
for the black market, the Treas- 
ury plainly showed that they used 
their union authority 
to shake 


down industry in the name of the 
workers and that the workers in 
their unions were mere tools. Fay 
said he used part of the graft to 
pay members of his union to in- 
timidate and beat up members of 
another union and to undercut the 
wage scale 
of the others. 
He 


spent thousands 
of 
dollars for 


tickets to prizefights and for wild 
parties for lesser union bosses of 
his own jurisdiction and this was 
called "labor relations." 


An employer who 
had 
hired 


professional sluggers, as Fay said 
he did to smash a picket line and 
beat down the wage-scale, would 
have been indictable on a number 
of counts. 
But let the employer 


hire a boss of a group of unions, 
holding 
credentials 
from 
the 


American Federation of Labor and 
high office in one of its component 
internationals, to - do 
the 
same 


thing and he is in the clear. The 
union racketeer himself, in this 
case Joe Fay, is performing the 
honorable duties of his position. 
He is driving interlopers off a job, 
over which he claims jurisdiction 
for his subjects and collecting a 
price for "labor peace." He is a 
professional strike-breaker operat- 
ing in the manner of all .the old 
corporations 
which 
years 
ago 


shipped sluggers to struck plants, 
but he is within the law, and more- 
over the high managers of union- 
ism, while they deplore his actions, 
still insist that any legal restraints 
on him would be a blow at the 
rights of labor.# * * 


The rank and file workers .of 


Fay's union would have nothing 
to say about all this. Obviously 
only a foolhardy rebel and martyr 
•would challenge the actions of a 
man who frankly admits in court 
that he rallied sluggers' and paid 
them to beat up other union men 
so that the employers could save 
money on a lower wage scale. 


Pross' principal union is local 1 


of the Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers union. As - a matter of 
policy and to his own advantage, 
he has raised some wages and im- 
nroved working conditions in an 
industry that is still badly infest- 
ed with old-time^ bootleggers. 
He 


also has claimed dictatorial auth- 
ority in as many as 17 other local 
unions in the New York area. 
Notwithstanding his criminal rec- 
ord and his lack of genuine cre- 
dentials as a worker or elected 
leader of labor, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has let him alone 
out of a fastidious regard for un- 
ion "autonomy." 
And he also en- 


joys the moral protection of that 
propaganda which holds that any 
law which would compel him to 
recognize his subjects as human 
being's and citizens would violate 
the rights of "labor." 


In his black market case, which 


tvpified the shakedown powers of 
this inveterate racketeer, it .was 
shown that Pross compelled Schen- 
lev. the distillery corporation, to 
allocate 10.500 cases of whiskey 
to distributors whom he selected, 
at a time when whiskey was being 
rationed. This was his price to 
Schenlcy of peaceful labor rela- 
tions. They complied and all but 
a trifling1 amount of liquor was 
traced by the Treasury to -the 
black market in southern states, 
where American soldiers in their 
training camps, in 1913. paid as 
much as ?25 a bottle for whiskey. 
By the case, the markup, in ex- 
cess of OFA prices, ranged be- 
tween 54 and $17. 
* 
* * 


Members of Pross" union are 


not allowed to possess copies of 
their union's constitution, a docu- 
ment which places all the power 
in the hands of Pross and a few 
others. They arc powerless to pro- 
test against anything he way do. 


In 39SS, a New York corpora- 


tion was formed called Spor Real- 
ty Inc., whose officers of record 
at that time arc strangers to 3 he 
present discussion. Their names do 
not occur in any of the known 
activities of Pross and the union, 
but Pross docs appear on the 
papers as the commissioner ol 
deeds. In June, 1342. Spor Realty 
bought a dwelling in Great Js^c 
L. L, which was assessed at S23,- 
676. Agents of the Treasury who 
prepared the black market case 
against Pross said other officials 
of the union told them this house 
was known among them as their 
"Little White House," 


The black market case occurred 


She next year an the summer of 
1943. 


In March, 1S4S, Spot Realty, 


They!] Do It Every Time 
By Jimmy Hatlo 
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Inc., sold the house. At that time 
Pross was the only one who had 
power to sign checks for the cor- 
poration. 


In October, 1945, Pross was tried 


and acquitted in Newark. 


In April, 1946, Pross bought a 


uxurious smnmer estate on the 
shore of Lake Mahopac, at Carmel, 
N. Y., for 526,500, and immedi- 
ately elaborate and expensive im- 
provements were made on both 
louse and the estate, including an 
artesian well and fencing. He also 
bought a motorboat. 


The simple fact of the case was 


that this racketeer, with his crim- 
inal record, had 'the power to ob- 
tain extra liquor for his friends by 
threatening to call out workers in 
other plants owned by Schenley 
and that he did .arbitrarily strike 
Schenley during his negotiate ons- 


These are faults of the union 


system which unionism itself rec- 
nizes but n e v e r attacks and 
which the national union bosses 


would not permit the law to cor- 
rect.

Russia: 


Contrary to the opinion of many, 


in Russia there is no particular 
closed in feeling if one allows for 
its being a totalitarian nation.

People were going in and 
out of Russia at the rate of 25,000 
a day last summer. Those going 
out were the aged or disabled and 
those getting in by the under- 
ground were the officers, aviators 
technicians and engineers.

cause of the possibilities in Russia 
the French. American and Eng- 
lish zones of Germany and occu- 
pied Europe are being- drained of 
their best inhabitants. 


Along the iron curtain a war of

SOAP CHIP SUPPLY ON GROCER'S SHELVES 


MAY BE!" DECEIVING, SAY MANUFACTURERS 


New York, Jan. 23—(AP) — 


You'd better go easy on the soap 
chips for a while longer. 


The nation's leading soap pro- 


ducers, here for the annual meet- 
ing of the Association of Ameri- 
can Soap & Glycerine Producers, 
said prospects are not quite as 
bright as they may look in your 
corner grocery store. 


Household soap powders and 


chips nave come out of hiding in 
retail stores, but this does not 
mean the industry has caught up 
with demand, soap makers said. 


One- producer of a nationally- 


distributed soap powder accounted 
for the return of store displays 
tins way: mid-winter is tradition- 
ally a comparatively slow period 
for retail soap sales; large quan- 
tities of meat were moved immedi- 
ately after price controls were 
lifted, so soap makers got more 
tallow; with soap supplies coming 
in more steadily, 
store-keepers 


brought stocks out from under the 
counter; and with prices up many 
housewives have dug into hoarded 
supplies. 


Four of the nation s 
leading 


producers, one after another, gave 
this explanation for the rise of 
soap prices: 


Raw 
materials represent the 


greatest proportion of cost in soap 
making. 
Tallow accounts for the 


bulk of raw material cost. Under 
OPA, tallow wajs priced at aT:out 
9 cents a pound. Today it sells 


for 22 cents a pound. This repre- 
sents an increase of 125 per cent 
in raw material costs. Soap prices 
have advanced 50 per cent. 


"It doesn't take an economist to 


understand that," one producer 
said. 
"We would 
prefer- 
that 


prices hadn't gone up. because one 
of these days we are going to 
get caught with high-priced raw 
materials on hand when prices 
start down." 


George vVrisley, vice president 


and general manager of 
Allen 


\Vrisley Co., said it was "unlikely" 
that soap makeis held back ship- 
ments prior to the end of OPA, 
holding out for a higher price. He 
said the shortage developed be- 
cause soap makers could not get 
raw materials. 


Stating that materials still are, 


short and inventories low, Wris- 
ley suggested that with the ap- 
parent supply of soap short ot 
probable demand, the consumei 
can help adjust the situation by- 
buying only what she needs'. 


William R. Veale. executive vice 


president of Lever' Bros., said it 
would be fully a year or more be- 
fore a store would be able to offer 
all brands at all times. 


Producers stressed the import- 


ance of fat salvage for some time 
to come. 


"If housewives hadn't salvaged 


fat they would have had 12 per 
cent less soap in 1946 than they 
had," one ,said.

$42 monthly were made to 114.458 
disabled veterans, 80 per cent of 
them world war two casualties. 
An increase of 37,500 cases was 
reported last year.

proved since the GI Bill of Rights 
program 
began 
in September. 


1944, went to 32,000 veterans in 
the region. Beer said, 5151,000.000 
in loans having been secured in 
1946. 
The majority of loans were 


for the purchase or building of 
homes, 29,000 veterans having ob- 
tained' 5155,175.000 for this pur- 
pose.

U. S. Probes Ways to 


Punish Atom 
Offenders 


New York, Jan. 23—(AP)—The 


United States delegation to the 
United Nations has been repoited 
exploring ways of punishing na- 
tions violating an atomic energy 
pact without smashing directly 
into the United Nations security 
council veto. 


One method said to he under 


consideration would provide that 
an international atomic inspection 
agency could declare there had 
been a grave violation of the atom- 
ic control pact warranting swift 
and heavy pnuishment. 


This would be the signal, it was 


said, for individual nations adher- 


ing to HII atomic control treaty to 
declare war on the violating na- 
tion under article 51 of the U. N. 
charter, which permits member 
states to take individual and col- 
lective action for self-defense until 
the security council can act. 


In short, this would mean tlmt 


aggressive action would be taken 
promptly and would be in progress 
even if one of the five major pow- 
ers should veto sanctions and mili- 
tary action by the security council. 


In that event, it is said, a veto 


would be a virtual declaration of 
war against the 
other member 


stales and the battle woul^d be un- 
der way, veto notwithstanding-.

Association Fights 


For Life in Capitol 


New Union.Now Awaiting 


Supreme Court Rule 


On Question 


Washington, Jan. 23—(AP) — 


An infant but lusty union is fight- 
ng- for its life on Capitol Hill. 


While older labor organizations 


are battling against 
restrictive 


egislation, the Foremen's AFSO- 
ciation of America (FAA)—an 
ndependent union which learned 
;o walk during the war — is con- 
ending for its very existence. 


The Foremen's Union also may 


be spanked down by the Suprpme 


'ourt. which on Jan. 9 heard ar- 


guments in the first clear-cut test 
of this question: 


Whether 
supervisory workers 


should have the same right to be 
represented by a union as rank 
and file production workers. 


Act >"ot Clear on Point 


Among the 30-odd measures al- 


ready introduced in the new Con- 
gress dealing with labor several 
would remove foremen from the 
mass of employes whose organi- 
;ational rights are guaranteed by 
the Wagner Labor Relations act. 


The act, passed in 1935, is -not 


quite clear on that point. Hence 
:he Supreme Court' will decide 
:n the next few weeks whether 
Congress really intended foremen 
to be classed as other "employes." 


The test case involves about 


1,100 supervisory employes of the 
Packard 
Motor 
Car 
company 


represented by this Foremen's As- 
sociation of America. The Na- 
tional 
Labor 
Relations 
board, 


which administers the Wagner 
act, decided that foremen consti- 
tute a proper bargaining unit, and 
directed'Packard toy deal with the 
FAA. 


Open Capitol Hill Ix>bby 


The company, instead, appealed 


first to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Cincinnati, then to the 
Supreme Court. 


Frank Elliott, National direc- 


tor of FAA, says a favorable de- 
cision for his union would be a 
big help because it might swing 
over members of Congress who 
have an open mind on the sub- 
ject. 
.' 


But favorable or unfavorable, 


the 
Foremen's 
Association 
in- 


tends to fight on. 


To that end, Elliott and 15 


other officials of the union have 
come to Washington to get their 
"side across to members of the 
House and Senate who soon will 
be voting on whether such a un- 
ion must be recognized by em- 
ployers. - . 
' 


Their big struggle is to over- 


come the argument that foremen 
are part of management and 
therefore could not serve two 


masters — a union and an em- 
ployer. 


Threaten Strike If Ne«i<le<l 


To that. Elliott, President Rob- 


ert Keys and other FAA leaders 
say: 
' 


"Foremen no longer have any- 


thing to say about making pol- 
icy. Their handling of grievances 
is confined to only the most min- 
or ones — all the big ones go 
higher. 


"We arc employes who have 


grievances of our own, and we 
think we're entitled to be hoard 
by the boss, who usually won't 
listen as closely to one person's 
r>lea as to that of a commit- 
tee." 


The FAA stays aloof, however, 


from rank and file 
production 


.vorkers' unions, and intends to 
stay that way Elliott says. 


Elliott says the union has 33,- 


000 
members 
now. Thousands 


•vere lost when war plants cut 
back to civilian production. But 
there are millions of supervisory 
workers, and Elliott says the 
trend ' is toward unionization. 


Without, emphasizing this point, 


Elliott says that if Congress leg- 
islates the foremen out of the 
Wagner act the union will have 
no alternative but to exercise its 
'economic \veapon" to get what 
t thinks it needs. 


In plainer language that means 


"strike."

here upon German and Austrian 
peace treaties. 


The exact amount of Austrian
